DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C: 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 states " a paper like sheet discriminator having a paper-like sheet 
thickness detection device ". The apparatus is not defined in terms of structure .For 
instance, what performs the position and comparison and collation of the wavelength 
component and the reference components? Because no "structure of the apparatus " is 
defined by or recited in the claim language, it is unclear what feature or element this 
claim language, is further defining. The claim fails to clearly point out and distinctly 
claim applicant's invention. Claims 2-18 are variously similar and are thus indefinite. 

Currently no prior art anticipated or suggest the claims as best as they are 
understood.
